Northwestern study suggests human 
intuition creates a ‘glass closet’

Latin pop star Ricky Martin’s formal announce- 
ment this week that he is a “fortunate homo- 
sexual man” came as a surprise to few and, in 
fact, provided a celebratory “I knew it!” mo- 
ment for the sizable swath of humanity that 
revels in sexuality speculation. 

There have, it seems, always been celebri- 
ties— or friends or co-workers, or aunts or un- 
cles— that we know, in our heart of hearts, are 
gay or lesbian. They just refuse to admit it, fuel- 
ing our curiosity with a stubbornness grounded 
in fear of being discriminated against or damag- 
ing an established career. 

But research shows that people who remain 
in what’s known as “the glass closet” are fooling 
only a small slice of the populace, and that human 
beings have a staggeringly good ability to judge 
which way a person swings. 

“We’ve found that ‘gaydar’ has quite a bit, if 
not perfect, accuracy” said J. Michael Bailey a 
Northwestern University psychology profes- 
sor who has researched people’s ability to guess 
other people’s sexuality “We’ve done studies 
where we’ve brought people into the lab, video- 
taped them describing the weather in Chicago 
and then brought in other people to watch the 
video and judge them. And they’re almost al- 
ways right.” 

In a 2008 study, Bailey found that gay and 
straight people who viewed the videos correctly 
identified straight people 87 percent of the time 
and correctly identified homosexual people 
75 percent of the time. The research, involving 
about 50 subjects and 50 raters, also found that 
gay and lesbian people don’t have much of an 
advantage over straight people when it comes 
to guessing whether a person is gay or straight.

“Outing oneself 
is a very personal 
and conscious 
decision to get 
in touch with the 
real self.

Most 
importantly, it 
means no longer 
hiding. Because 
when someone is 
looking over their 
shoulder 24/7, 
wondering who 
might discover 
their secret, it can 
diminish one’s 
personal dignity 
and self-esteem.” 


Many who judged Martin’s sexuality certain- 
ly based their opinions on his behavior as a per- 
former, as well as other mannerisms they would 
see in interviews. Bailey agreed that most of 
those perceptions are based on stereotypes of 
gay men. 

“Stereotypes are often at least partly based in 
truth,” Bailey said. “It reflects what we call gen- 
der non-conformity in gay and lesbian people. 
On average, gay men tend to be a bit feminine 
and lesbians a bit masculine. That’s on average 
and not every case, of course. There are gay and 
lesbian interest patterns. 

Certainly acting, dancing and singing are in- 
terests that are more common among gay men 
than straight men. Obviously not all actors and 
dancers who are male are gay but there’s a high- 
er than average number of them that are.”

CELEB SPECULATION 

In recent years, a number of celebrities long thought to be gay 
have left the glass closet: Neil Patrick Harris and Lance Bass, as well 
as American Idol singer Clay Aiken. Harris and Bass cited intense 
Internet speculation about their sexuality as one of the reasons 
they decided to come out. 

These revelations can only up the confidence Americans have 
in their gaydars, raising the stakes for others who have long been 
the subject of sexual-preference speculation. Tom Cruise. Richard 
Simmons. Anderson Cooper. 

“People are just intrinsically interested in each other’s private 
lives, including their sexuality,” Bailey said. “Particularly when they 
feel someone might be hiding something.” There’s also a far greater 
acceptance of homosexuality, both in Hollywood and in American 
culture in general. Which allows someone like Martin to leave the 
closet behind and state publicly: “I am very blessed to be who I am.”

Firefighter dies from injuries 

A firefighter has died after being critically 
injured during a house fire that also killed an 
elderly Homewood resident. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s office 
said Wednesday the firefighter was 28-year- 
old Brian Carey of Evergreen Park. Authorities 
say he was one of two Homewood firefight- 
ers hurt Tuesday night during the extra- 
alarm fire, which also killed Wendell Elias, 84. 
Homewood Police Sgt. Bernie Hogancamp 
says Elias used a wheelchair and firefighters 
were able to pull him from the burning home. 
Rescue workers tried to resuscitate Elias, but 
he died from his injuries. 

The second firefighter was in critical con- 
dition Wednesday at University of Chicago 
Hospitals with extensive burns. 

Teen charged in attack 

A teenage girl was charged with attempted 
murder in Monday’s beating and attempted 
robbery of a 58-year-old Schaumburg man, 
officials said Wednesday. The 15-year-old girl, 
charged as a juvenile, allegedly used a ham- 
mer during the attack, leaving the victim in 
critical condition with multiple fractures, of- 
ficials said. The girl, whose name was being 
withheld because she is a juvenile, could be 
charged as an adult if her victim dies. 

CTA details upped security 

The CTA has heightened its security on buses 
and trains in light of the subway attacks this 
week in Moscow that killed 39 people, offi- 
cials said Wednesday. 

CTA officials said more uniformed and plain- 
clothes officers have been patrolling the tran- 
sit system since Monday, when scores of com- 
muters in Moscow were killed or injured as 
trains pulled into subway stations. There have 
been no known threats against Chicago-area 
targets in connection with the bombings.

In Humboldt Park, a 22-year-old 
man was fatally shot Monday, and a 19-year- 
old man was shot to death last week.

City’s census record poor

For months, a relentless door-knocking 
campaign has unfolded in Chicago-area 
communities to get as many people as pos- 
sible to return their U.S. Census forms by 
the end of Thursday, officially designated 
“Census Day” 

Yet, in an embarrassing show for a co- 
ordinated effort held up last year as a na- 
tional model, Chicago’s mail response rate 
so far is among the country’s lowest. Only 
38 percent of households have responded. 
Census officials said Wednesday, com- 
pared with 52 percent nationwide. 

To understand how that could hurt the 


city, consider why census promoters have 
been especially active around Chinatown’s 
overcrowded library and public elemen- 
tary school. 

The modest-size library on South 
Wentworth Avenue is so packed with 
1,000 daily visitors that Chinese im- 
migrant students often have to do their 
homework on the floor, while a flock of 
senior citizens vie for available seats in 
the “adult area.” 

A few blocks away, Haines Elementary 
School begins the first of seven lunch pe- 
riods at 9:35 a.m. to accommodate its over- 
enrolled 725 students— then doubles as an 


after-school “park” where children play 
pingpong a few steps from the principal’s 
office. Outside, they play volleyball over an 
old iron fence. 

Neighborhood leaders view those 
scenes as painful reminders of how severe- 
ly undercounted Chinatown was during 
the 2000 census — and, therefore, short- 
changed in government funds. 

Just over half the forms mailed out in 
Chinatown were returned, leading to an 
official count of roughly 12,000 residents 
—what community leaders say was a huge 
shortfall that resulted in a gaping need for 
more government services.

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WORST IN 200 YEARS 

RHODE ISLAND SLAMMED BY FLOODING BROUGHT ON BY 3 DAYS OF RAIN

14 inches for March, breaking the record for the month, set in 1953. New Jersey, New York City 
and Portland, Maine, surpassed similar records. Providence registered its rainiest month on re- 
cord, period, with more than 15 inches of rain in March. 




□ WEST WARWICK, R.L Flooding on a scale 
rarely seen in New England forced hun- 
dreds of people from their homes Wednesday 
overwhelmed sewage systems to the point 
that families were asked to stop flushing toi- 
lets, and washed out bridges and highways 
from Maine to Connecticut. 

U.S. Department of Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano plans to travel 
to Rhode Island on Friday to assess damage 
caused by the worst flooding there in 200 
years, a department official told The Associ- 
ated Press. 

In Rhode Island, the flooding could persist 
for several more days and permanently close 
businesses already struggling in the weak 
economy 

“I think we’re all done,” said Angelo Padula 
Jr., a West Warwick town councilman whose 
family owns a 100 -year-old auto-restoration 
shop. The shop and 260 cars stood in 10 feet 
of water from the Pawtuxet River. 

Padula said officials told him they believe 
his shop and about 40 surrounding businesses 
would have to be condemned, as will several 
blocks of nearby homes. 

“We were wiped right out,” said Padula, 
whose 86 -year-old father was hospitalized 
after having a heart attack during Tuesday 
night’s flooding. “Tbu’re talking millions and 
millions of dollars in these businesses.” 

The rain subsided to a drizzle Wednesday 
then finally stopped, and the floodwaters 
began to recede. But authorities across New 
England warned that much of the water could 
linger for days. The latest flooding was far 
worse than an inundation earlier this month 


in the same areas. 

Stonington, Conn., a coastal town on the 
Rhode Island border, was largely cut off as 
two of its three bridges went out. A bridge 
also gave out in Freetown, Mass., isolating 
about 1,000 residents. In Coventry R.L, a 


two-lane bridge threatened to collapse after 
its abutments washed out. 

A stretch of Interstate 95, the main route 
linking Boston to New Ttbrk, was closed in 
Rhode Island and could remain so at least 
through Thursday

Force field 

Chicago women’s football team gives players 
unique chance to play out their gridiron dreams

It is a snowy Saturday in mid-March and epithet-laden screams echo inside Trienens Hall 
on Northwestern’s campus. The women here are not cursing the heavens for yet another 
winter blast — they are going through yet another rigorous football practice. 

Football is the name of the game for the women of the Chicago Force, and their hard 
work is about to be put to the test. The approximately 66 women have one goal as Sat- 
urday’s season-opener approaches: Bring home a championship in the Independent 
Women’s Football League. They’ve come close, making the playoffs five out of the last six 
seasons— a rare stretch of success in Chicago sports. 


But not good enough for inside linebacker Tricia 
Charbonneau, 33, a team captain and six-year Force 
veteran. 

“I personally am very pumped for our first 
game — to be beating up on some people who aren’t 
our teammates,” said Charbonneau, who spent last 
season on the bench with a broken ankle sustained 
in preseason practice. “There is nothing like the 
first warm Saturday when we have a home game 
and the stands get packed.” 

That day comes Saturday against the Wisconsin 
Warriors at Winnemac Stadium in Ravenswood. 

Captain and quarterback Sami Grisafe is more 
than ready for the high of the first game of the season. 

“Running out onto that field— it is unbeliev- 
able,” the 26 -year-old Lakeview resident said. 
“That is what’s great about this sport. It takes a lot 
to get respect, but once you have it is the greatest 
feeling that you can ever feel.” 

Like many of her teammates, Charbonneau is 
fulfilling a secondary goal with the Force: Con- 
tinuing a life in athletics. She has played sports 
for much of her life, starting with soccer, golf and 
softball as a child. Then, from 1994-98, she played 
softball at the University of Illinois-Chicago. 

‘After playing as a Division I athlete you look 
for something engaging to do instead of playing 
in the bar league,” said Charbonneau, an architect 
who lives in Edgewater. “Some girls I was playing 
flag football with were playing on the Force and 


encouraged me to try 
out for the team. I came 
out and got hooked im- 
mediately” she said. 

Grisafe, 26, is a 10 -year 
veteran of tackle foot- 
ball. She grew up playing 
neighborhood pickup 
games in Southern California. She got her start 
when her childhood best friend— the boy across the 
street— was headed to a free football clinic conduct- 
ed by her high school, Redlands High, and invited 
her to tag along. 

“The rest was history,” said the Lakeview bar- 
tender and musician. 

But it wasn’t easy for her. 

“Starting off for me, playing with men, it was dif- 
ficult to gain respect,” Grisafe said. Still, she ended 
up earning a spot on Redlands’ varsity team as a 
sophomore. 

“I was the first girl in California to play quarter- 
back in a Division I varsity game,” Grisafe added. 

That game was against Redlands East Valley, her 
school’s rival. She came into the game for five plays, 
driving the team 40 yards in the win. 

Force coach John Konecki knows how impor- 
tant football is to his players, considering how 
scarce the opportunity is for females in the sport. 

“One thing I always want to impress upon peo- 
ple is that there is no competitive high school or 




collegiate outlet at all for them,” Konecki said with 
arms crossed, monitoring the team’s pre-scrim- 
mage warm-up. “In many cases they are denied the 
opportunity to play football.” 

Force General Manager Linda Bache doesn’t 
want to see that happen again. That’s why she’s put 
so much of her time and money into the Force. 

“These women wanted to play football their 
whole lives but never had the chance,” said Bache, 
48. “I want to keep the dream alive for all the girls out 
there. I want this to always be available for them.” 
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Quarterback Sami Grisafe rallies her teammates during practice.

As for the game’s X’s and O’s, Konecki’s 
coaching philosophy is simple: Hate-spawned 
love. 

“I think in order to be a successful team, 
the offense and the defense have to hate each 
other,” he said. “But when you step on the 
field for game No. i, that all goes away and you 
play as a unit.” 

Do they hate each other yet? 

“I wouldn’t say ‘hate’— but there is a lot of 
competition,” Konecki said with a laugh. “I 


personally would like to see more of an in- 
tense rivalry between the two sides.” 

Rookie middle linebacker Jessica Kirincich 
of Channahon, 24, already has seen the love 
and the hate in the practices leading up to Sat- 
urday’s opener. 

“The coaches do a good job teaching and 
enforcing what we are about,” she said. “From 
the start you know what to expect, and what 
the goal is, and what they expect of you.” 

The expectations were demanding, though. 


as Grisafe floated 30 -yard passes to a row of 
receivers who had to physically fight off an as- 
sistant coach who verbally assaulted them and 
tried to shove them to the turf. 

Through it all, the team’s motto— “Force. 
Family Win”— is recited often, as is the wish 
to get the season started so the real action can 
begin. 

“I just want a chance to get on the field and 
gets some plays and reps and get down the sys- 
tem of how the Force does things,” said Kirin-

M is for Mmm 


By the Great Burgerelli 

The Great Burgerelli prefers to con- 
sume fast-food burgers sparingly and 
when appropriate— on a road trip, for 
instance. Burgers, I believe, should 
come to one properly: on a plate rather 
than wrapped in paper. But when the 
fine folks at Lettuce Entertain You de- 
cided to convert the in-kitchen dining 
room at fancy-schmancy Gold Coast 
restaurant Tru into M Burger, the beefy 
intrigue was too strong to resist. 

Perhaps the most striking contrast 
to this Tru-adjacent spot is that the 
prices are comparable to fast-food 
competitors. The hamburger, Ameri- 
can cheese-topped cheeseburger and 
the signature M Burger are priced from 
$2.49 to $3.25 (also available in doubles, 
$3.69-$4.49). After waiting in line out- 
side the minuscule eatery among Mich- 
igan Avenue tourists and white-coated 
staffers from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital, I was greeted by 
an especially friendly cashier. How 


refreshing to receive gracious service 
unrushed by the usual urgency of a fast- 
food operation! In fact, M Burger is so 
proud of its un-fast-food-like conduct 
that it provides details on the very nap- 
kin you use to wipe the ketchup from 
your chin: Cooking oil is recycled into 
biodiesel fuel; cheese is sourced from 
Wisconsin; buns are baked fresh daily 
But the proof is in the patty so shall we 
get down to business? 

BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: I found these thin patties 
made from Midwestern beef ground 
right on the premises to be perfectly 
passable. If you have an appetite as great 
as mine, may we suggest a double? But 
we were surprised to find the aforemen- 
tioned napkin literature touting grain-fed 
beef, which is neither particularly no- 
table nor something one wants to brag 
about these days. Now, if it were grass- 
fed beef at these prices, that would be 
truly impressive. 



The bun: This soft, squishy bun is en- 
tirely devoid of poppy or sesame seeds 
and thin enough to complement, but not 
overwhelm, the patty. 


tveryining eise: bKinny, iigniiy 
salted fries ($1.99) are served piping 
hot. There also are milkshakes ($2.99); 
the strawberry flavor tasted precisely of 
fresh fruit rather than artificial flavoring, 
while the featured flavor, caramel, was 
downright sinful. 


The fixings: The signature M Burger 
arrives topped with bacon that was both 
crispy and smoky, characteristics rarely 
exhibited by fast-food bacon. The pairing 
of shredded lettuce and special sauce (a 
tangy mix of mayo, ketchup and perhaps 
relish and some spice, if I were to venture 
a guess) make for a particularly sloppy 
ordeal. I found the pickles, Gundelsheim 
dills imported from Germany, especially 
snappy. 


Bonus: Inquire about off-menu items 
created by the staff, such as the Hurt 
Burger with barbecue sauce, pepper jack 
cheese and jalapenos. 

Burgerelli’s bottom iine: Does the M 
stand for “Mmmmm?” M Burger offers a 
fine burger-forthe price-indeed.
